The end 
came shortly after the beginning of the' 
tenth, when Jeffries planted one of his 
terrific left swings on Corbett's stomach. 
The. man who conquered John L. Sullivan 
dropped to the floor in agony and the 
memorable sccne at Carson City when 
Fitzsimmons landed his solar plcxua blow 
was alm ost duplicated. This time, how 
ever, Corbett, struggled to his feet and 
again faced his gigantic adversary. W ith 
hardly a moment’s hesitation Jeff swung 
his right and again landed on Corbett’s 
stomach. 
Jim dropped to the floor and 
then it was Tommy Ryan, seeing it was 
all over, motioned Graney to stop punlsh- 
mijnt.

W ashington. Aug. 14.—Secretary Root to 
morrow ^jrill promulgate an order defining 
the duties of the general staff of the 
army, wlilch goes into effect Aug. 15; The 
most Important feature is th a t in relation 
to the selection and duty of the chief of 
staff. Quoting from the new law. the sec 
retary says the command of the arm y 
rests with the president. In case of exi­ 
gency he may place the whole arm y under 
a single commander subordinate to him, 
hut under ordinary conditions the admin­ 
istration and control of the arm y is af­ 
fected without any second in command. 
The president’s 
command Is exercised 
throughHhe secretary of w ar aity} chief of 
taff. The secretary of w ar directly rep­ 
resents: the president and is bound to act 
in. conformity to the president’s orders. 
The chief, ot staff reports to the secretary 
of war, acts as his m ilitary adviser, re- 
ce ves from him directions fand orders 
given in behalf of the president and gives 
efftçt thereto. But the president may at 
any time call upon the chief of staff to 
give Information or advice or receive In 
struct ions directly. The chief of staff is 
JetnilPd by the president from officers of 
th* î.rmy at large and not below-thegrad** 
of brigadier general. 
His relations wltrh 
the l icsident are of absolute confidence 
and r**ironal accord and sympathy and his 
detail ceases with the expiration of .the 
president> term and it is made the duty of 
the -chief of staff to apply for release 
when he cannot sustain toward the presi­ 
dent ond secretary of w ar the above de­ 
scribed relations. 
The chief of staff is 
charged with the duty of supervising un­ 
der direction of the secretary of w ar all 
troops of the line and every departm ent 
and branch of the service. The .remainder 
of the order relates to duties of other 
members of the general staff and gives 
provision*» of the law relating to the gen­ 
eral staff.

Hammocks are greatly improved by 
a little decoration. The easiest way of 
making a hammock look gay and pret­ 
ty is to make a short flounce of flower­ 
ed chintz and sew it on each sjde, then 
put in wooden extension sticks and 
make four cushions of the same chintz, 
two at each end. 
Embroidered sail 
cloth makes pretty hammocks.

However, Whenever an 
Indian is chosen king and serves hte 
weTl he Is usually re-elected 
without opposition. 
Some of the old 
kings In the Creek Nation have been at 
the head Of their kingdoms for forty 
years or mère. = Néro -Drew has been .1 
king for tlilrty-six years. 


The Creek Nation is dividen Into twen- 
fy-ffve towns, which is aibout the same 
afs tì tòWftéhlp fh the states. Each fow* 
has a king, whose duty It Is to look aft­ 
er Ihe Indiahs of his town. He has no 
power to spend their money or to com­ 
mand them to do anything. His pow­ 
ers ure somewhat paternal. He looks 
d'Obi the sick and sees that they have 
medical attention; he cares for the poor 
Ithd decrepit! When any of his subjects 
get Into trouble he gives them fatherly 
advice and frequently appeals to the 
federal authorities to show tlieìh mer­ 
cy. He advises with his subjects on all 
matters pertaining to their interests. 
In truth, he is their worldly adviser; 
Scrfhctimes lie lii their spiritual adviser 
also, for occasionally the Indians elect 
a preacher as king. 


Indian kings are not very well com­ 
pensated. They get nò salary, it Is a 
labor of love with them. The only pos­ 
sible show they have of getting any 
money out of the office is through bood- 
iing at elections. In this respect the In­ 
dians are not behind the times. They 
Boodle the sitine as bther people. lifóc- 
tiohs soinétlmèè ccfme iilglitot'he cithdl- 
dates. Tow^h kings are usually <jfa!te 
infiuentiai hmònè the pedple of their 
kiri^dòtó, ahd tii^y coimniind a frfiiiy 
good prlòe fòr ihèfr Ìfifliìeiice at éléfc- 
tions.

Two or three boys were waiting in 
the office of Superintendent Johnson 
of the county schools, yesterday anc 
when asked about their mission there 
Mr. Johnson said: “Why to be meas­ 
ured of course.” Mr. Johnson did not 
pecify what the boys were to be 
measured for, going on the suppo­ 
sition that people are familiar with 
the workings of the new child labor 
law. The age and school certificates 
under this law are made by the coun­ 
ty or city superintendents of schools. 
The data in the certificate includes the 
facts as to height, 
weight, 
com­ 
plexion and color of eyes and hair. 
County and city superintendents are 
required to give certificates to all 
minors of either sex who desire to ob­ 
tain employment in stores, offjees, 
laundries, hotels, manufacturing es­ 
tablishments, factories, or workshops, 
)owling alleys, theatres, concert halls 
or places of amusement or as mes­ 
sengers or drivers therefor. The 
superintendent receives, from the 
principal of the school which the ap­ 
plicant has attended, a certificate 
showing he or she is 14 years of age 
and this certificate being sworn to 
>y the parent‘or guardian, he issues 
the age and school certificate. 
In 
case a child has not attended a public 
school a certificate may be issued by 
the principal of a parochial school. 
Cvidence of age may also be produced 
rrom a certificate of birth or baptism 
or from the register kept by a town 
or city clerk. In all cases it must be 
shown that the applicant can read 
at sight or write legibly simple sen­ 
tences in some language. 
Letters of instruction have been 
sent out by Chief Factory Inspector 
Edgar P. Davis to all school super­ 
intendents and employers of labor ex-* 
plaining the provisions of the new 
law. It provides among other things 
that no child under 14 years of age 
çhall be employed unless the. em­ 
ployer shall place on file an age and 
school certificate properly sworn to 
by the parents of the child, that ,no 
affidavits of age can be issued by 
notaries public, that employers shall 
keep a register of all children em­ 
ployed, that children shall not be 
employed more than eight hours in 
any one day or forty-eight hours ip 
any one week; that children shall not 
be employed at night work; that all 
children employed', as wage-workers 
must either bè ablé to read and writc 
or must be attendinig night school; 
thàt children shall nbt be employed at 
work thàt is dahgetyusorunh^thy 
nor where their morals are likelyto 
be depraved. This last requirement 
includes. all places io f > |ig iu eii^ ;
